Bo far a* Insect* of the caves are 
concerned the loss of sight which they 
gradually undergo D sufficiently well 
nnderstood. The first step Is a de¬ 
crease In the munl>er of the facets 
which make up the compound eye*, 
with a corresponding diminish men t of 
tlie lexises and retinae. After fonr or 
five generations the eyes liecomc use¬ 
less. It would be most interesting to 
breed tliese or other blind creatures of 
the rave* lu tbe light, so as to find out 
If they would get their sight back. 
In all aulmuD. Including man. It is 
found that nature tries to comisnxsate 
for loss of vision by Increasing the 
power of the sense of touch. Thu# the 
attennae of cave Insect* grow remark¬ 
ably long. 

It U very curious to find that nothing 
In their behavior suggests the fact 
that they are blind. They walk, ruu. 
stop, explore the ground and try to es¬ 
cape from the grasp of the bug hunter 
J«st as If they really saw. The light 
a candle rtartlcs them s* much ns 
If they perceived it visually. It Is a 
remarkable fact, proving that the an¬ 
cestors of those creatures coaid see. 
that In the embryo stage of their exist- i 
once they have eye* well developed.
